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The  President’s  Inaugural  Address 


Historic  Values  for  a New  Century 


We  are  living  through  an  age  of  revolution  in  higher 
education.  Not  a haunting  spectre  of  violent 
changes,  not  the  anarchy  discerned  by  Yeats  or  the 
time  of  extremes  described  by  Dickens,  this  is  instead  a geo- 
logic revolution.  The  ground  is  shifting  beneath  us.  Things  are 
out  of  place,  configured  in  unfamiliar  arrangements,  and  we 
sit  on  the  fault  line  of  this  tectonic  shift.  As  a result,  higher 
education  is  destabilized  and  vulnerable,  nowhere  more  so 
than  in  small,  private  colleges.  To  avoid  a devastating  earth- 
quake, we  must  rebuild  our  enterprise  on  a more  secure 
foundation. 

By  now  most  everyone  is  familiar  with  the  particulars:  the 
cost-price  squeeze,  stagnation  of  demand,  increasing  diversity 
of  the  population,  the  heightened  competition  between 
schools,  information  technology,  accountability  and  regula- 
tion, and  new  societal  interests  in  public  service.  These 
changes  have  generated  a seismic  shift  in  the  relationship 
between  higher  education  and  its  public.  No  longer  a growing 
and  authoritative  enterprise  gathering  acclaim  for  its  con- 
tribution to  society,  higher  education  is  now  a mature  industry 
subject  to  the  intense  scrutiny  of  critical  consumers.  Where 
we  once  defined  what  was  important  and  good,  now  higher 
education  is  driven  by  economizers  who  seek  greater  and 
more  certain  value  for  their  investment  dollars. 

Most  of  us,  even  some  of  the  best  institutions,  have  felt  the 
rumbling  beneath  our  feet  in  financial  statements  and  enroll- 
ment patterns,  and  almost  all  of  us  are  vulnerable  to  an  educa- 
tional earthquake.  Those  who  fancy  themselves  as  educational 
meteorologists  dismiss  the  rumblings  as  a mere  thunderstorm 
that  will  soon  pass.  Others,  fantasizing  of  Indiana  Jones, 
believe  they  can  escape  the  precipice  by  virtue  of  their  wit 
and  pluck.  But  the  educational  geologists  among  us  know 
that  these  are  historic  developments,  representing  fundamen- 
tal structural  changes  in  higher  education,  and  even  Indiana 
Jones  cannot  escape  them. 

What  Einstein  observed  of  another  situation  is  now  true 
of  us:  "Everything  has  changed  but  our  ways  of  thinking,  and 
if  these  do  not  change,  we  drift  toward  unparalleled  catas- 
trophe." If  we  do  not  now  adapt  our  practice  to  these  new 
circumstances,  even  strong  institutions  like  Elizabethtown 
College  could  enter  a period  of  decline,  becoming  ever  more 
vulnerable  to  earthquakes  along  this  fault.  And  if  we  are  to 
flourish  rather  than  merely  survive,  we  will  need  not  only 
the  will  to  address  these  questions,  but  great  imagination- 
even  daring.  Our  calling  for  the  next  century  is  to  reimagine 
higher  education  and  the  institutions  we  serve,  to  rejuvenate 
our  enterprise  and  reposition  it  on  more  stable  and  secure 
foundations. 


Too  often,  however,  we  have  abandoned  our  birthright 
for  a mess  of  porridge.  Just  as  many  religious  bodies  have 
become  secularized  by  adopting  the  ways  of  the  world,  we 
have  too  often  abandoned  our  own  first  principles  in  favor  of 
approaches  favored  in  other  institutions.  These  strategies  have 
repositioned  us  indeed,  but  not  on  educational  foundations. 


And  rather  than  rejuvenating  our  enterprise,  they  have  robbed 
us  of  its  joy.  These  failed  approaches  include  the  "lean  and 
mean"  approach  to  doing  more  with  less,  the  Nell  Carter  theo- 
rem from  "Ain't  Misbehavin''  — "Find  out  what  they  like  and 
how  they  like  it,  and  give  it  to  them  just  like  that" — or  the 
modern  switching  station  mentality,  where  a college  becomes 
a mere  node  on  a network.  Each  of  those  approaches  contains 
a kernel  of  realism  and  good  sense,  but  none  is  adequate  as  a 
foundation  for  meeting  the  challenges  of  the  next  century. 

I sought  the  presidency  of  Elizabethtown  College  because  I 
believe  the  historic  values  that  have  animated  liberal  education 
are  the  surest  foundation  on  which  to  rebuild  higher  learning. 
And  I came  to  Elizabethtown  because  I believe  its  mission  and 
values  give  powerful  expression  to  those  possibilities.  Now  is

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the  time  for  all  those  who  believe  in  liberal  learning  to  step  for- 
ward as  advocates  for  that  mission  and  to  commit  ourselves  to 
the  challenging  work  of  rebuilding  a thriving  enterprise.  I can 
imagine  no  more  engaging  or  rewarding  work  for  anyone  who 
believes  in  the  value  of  higher  education. 

At  their  best,  colleges  have  always  been  places  where  civi- 
lization nurtures  the  imagination  and  cultivates  humane  rea- 
son. In  Giamatti's  words,  they  are  "the  guardian  of  our  imagi- 
nation that  both  defines  and  asserts  our  humanity"  ( A Free  and 
Ordered  Space,  Norton,  1988,  p.  49).  By  "uniting  the  young  and 
the  old  in  the  imaginative  consideration  of  learning,"  said 
Whitehead,  knowledge  becomes  "energizing  as  the  poet  of 
our  dreams,  and  as  the  architect  of  our  purposes"  ( The  Aims  of 
Education,  New  York,  Free  Press,  1929,  p.  93).  The  imagination, 
as  Robert  Nozick  observed,  is  what  gives  reason  its  power  to 
change  the  world  because  it  refuses  to  be  bound  by  "the  given 
alternative"  alone  (The  Nature  of  Rationality,  Princeton,  N.J., 
Princeton  Univ.  Press,  1993).  We  believe  in  ideas  precisely 
because  they  have  real  impact  on  the  world,  guiding  and 
shaping  our  lives  and  civilization.  Of  necessity,  a college  also 
involves  a humanizing  orientation,  what  Giamatti  called  "an 
ethical  center."  Our  aim  is  to  bring  students  into  the  company

of  civilization  as  ethically  sensitive  citizens  who  can  shape 
civic  life  with  a sense  of  public  good. 

In  that  honored  tradition,  Elizabethtown  College  aims  to 
develop  "sound  intellectual  judgment,  keen  moral  sensitivity, 
and  appreciation  of  beauty  in  the  world."  We  foster  "the 
capacity  for  independent  thought  and  commitment  to  per- 
sonal integrity."  But  we  also  shape  that  common  educational 


vocation  toward  more  specific  ends.  We  seek  to  unite  the 
world  of  work  and  the  world  of  the  spirit,  we  emphasize  edu- 
cation for  service,  and  following  our  founding  traditions,  we 
affirm  the  values  of  peace,  justice,  and  human  dignity. 

To  call  for  a return  to  these  historic  values  is  not  to  advo- 
cate educational  fundamentalism.  We  cannot  hold  on  to  a lit- 
eral understanding  of  higher  education's  traditional  approach, 
for  it  no  longer  serves  us  as  well  as  it  once  did.  Any  rigid 
adherence  to  ineffective  educational  practice  would  actually 
limit  capacity  to  realize  education's  most  cherished  values.  We 
must  hold  fast  to  principle,  but  be  adaptable  in  our  practice. 
Indeed,  we  now  face  the  challenge  of  making  constant  innova- 
tion a core  feature  of  our  practice.  To  give  concrete  expression 
to  the  claim  that  we  are  a "community  dynamically  engaged 
in  learning,"  we  must  now  open  ourselves  to  new  ideas  and 
organize  for  change,  fostering  the  capacity  for  ongoing  devel- 
opment, institutionally  and  individually.  Most  of  all,  perhaps, 
we  must  become  an  institution  driven  by  assessment,  so  that 
we  have  the  means  for  continuous  renewal  and  improvement. 

What  course,  then,  should  we  take?  How  do  we  advance 
our  historic  educational  vocation  in  this  new  geologic  age? 
How  do  we  preserve  our  principles  and  change  our  practice 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  new  world  we  confront?  I believe  we 
should  concentrate  our  effort  in  three  directions.  As  an  expres- 
sion of  the  mission  we  share  with  all  of  higher  education,  we 
should  be  a center  of  what  1 will  call  "responsive  reason."  The 
way  we  at  Elizabethtown  can  give  distinctive  expression  to 
our  own  educational  mission  is  to  teach  and  practice  "civic 
professionalism."  And  to  redesign  our  enterprise,  we  should 
build  our  work  around  the  principle  of  learning  rather  than 
instruction. 

The  idea  of  responsive  reason  is  adapted  from  Philip 
Selznick's  notion  of  "responsive  law,"  which  has  three  features 
of  particular  significance  for  us.  First,  a responsive  system  of 
law  or  education  is  one  that  is  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the 
community  and  builds  its  work  around  matters  of  fundamen- 
tal public  interest.  Second,  responsive  reason,  like  responsive 
law,  is  not  a neutral,  technical  enterprise,  but  one  that  is  value 
based,  committed  to  humane  ends.  Third,  responsive  reason 
reconnects  theory  with  practice,  so  that  scholarship  points 
toward  and  guides  action.  We  foster  the  imagination  through 
conversation,  but  so  long  as  we  educators  only  talk  to  our- 
selves, reason  remains  narcissistic.  To  truly  serve  humankind, 
we  must  open  conversation  with  those  outside  the  academic 
community,  extend  our  teaching  and  research  into  the  world, 
both  to  light  the  fire  of  imagination  in  the  conduct  of  public 
life  and  to  use  our  knowledge  to  advance  the  public  good. 

In  that  spirit,  Elizabethtown  College  is  uniquely  posi- 
tioned to  give  a distinctive  expression  to  this  encounter  with 
the  world  by  building  our  program  around  a commitment  to 
civic  professionalism.  To  actually  unite  the  world  of  work  and 
of  the  spirit  in  an  education  for  service,  we  must  join  the  ethi- 
cal and  public-minded  elements  of  professional  work  with 
its  technical  expertise,  as  William  Sullivan  has  argued  so  elo- 
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quently.  In  our  professional  training  programs,  we  should 
reach  beyond  expertise  to  cultivate  a sense  of  service.  In  our 
liberal  education  programs,  we  should  reach  beyond  detached 
reflection  on  ethical  ideals  to  ensure  that  students  apply  those 
ideals  to  practical  life  experiences.  And  in  our  general  educa- 
tion program,  we  should  look  toward  building  an  integrated 
program  of  education  for  civic  professionalism.  To  define 
what  values  animate  this  approach,  we  should  rely  especially 
on  our  own  heritage  and  nurture  commitment  to  peacemak- 
ing, justice,  and  the  dignity  of  human  beings.  With  that  kind 
of  education,  our  students  will  not  only  get  something  for 
themselves  but  also  will  be  energized  to  give  a great  deal 
to  others  as  well.

Educationally,  such  a program  can  achieve  its  greatest 
impact  by  designing  our  work  to  produce  learning,  as  opposed 
to  merely  delivering  instruction.  In  the  "learning  paradigm" 
outlined  by  Barr  and  Tagg  ("From  Teaching  to  Learning," 

Change,  27:6,  Nov./Dec.,  1995,  pp.  12-25),  education  is  driven 
by  the  goals  of  learning  rather  than  the  means  of  instruction. 

In  this  era  of  partnership  and  accountability,  we  must  make 
clear  in  a principled  way  what  is  important  for  students  to 
learn.  And  rather  than  maintaining  a conventional  practice 
of  instruction,  we  must  design  our  pedagogy  in  the  most 
effective  way  to  achieve  those  ends.  That  will  surely  change 
the  way  we  work,  driving  us  toward  more  transdisciplinary 
instruction,  more  active  learning  for  students,  different  roles 
for  faculty,  and  more  imaginative  use  of  technology.  Every- 
thing we  do  will  be  judged  by  its  success  in  generating 
learning — even  the  wonderful  personal  attention  we  give 
students — so  we  will  need  to  utilize  multiple  pedagogies 


carefully  and  prudently  for  maximum  learning  impact. 

Committing  ourselves  to  these  three  elements  of  an  educa- 
tional vision  also  has  implications  for  the  character  of  our  aca- 
demic community.  First,  our  academic  community  should  be 
an  expansive  and  expanding  one,  reaching  beyond  the  campus 
to  serve  new  people,  in  new  places,  in  new  ways.  Second,  it 
argues  for  new  forms  of  collaboration  among  the  members  of 
the  academic  community  that  will  preserve — even  enhance — 
the  virtues  of  collegiality  while  increasing  the  effectiveness  of 
our  work  together.  Finally,  these  three  lines  of  action  argue  for 
a community  that  exemplifies  what  it  advocates,  so  that  we 
ourselves  are  visible  models  of  responsive  reason,  of  civic 
professionalism,  and  of  commitment  to  learning. 

At  this  point,  it  would  seem  easy  to  identify  with  that 
illustrious  philosopher,  Pogo,  who  once  observed  that  "it 
seems  we  are  now  confronted  with  a number  of  insurmount- 
able opportunities."  Indeed,  the  challenges  often  do  seem 
insurmountable.  There  is  not  enough  money,  choices  are  lim- 
ited, and  not  everything  is  possible.  But  these  circumstances 
are  only  insurmountable  if  we  fail  to  see  through  them  to  the 
opportunities  this  new  century  brings.  For  higher  education 
now  has  the  chance  to  reshape  and  renew  its  contribution  to 
the  public  good,  and  Elizabethtown  College  can  be  a leader  in 
that  collective  effort.  In  so  doing,  we  will  find  our  capacity  for 
greatness,  and  realize  the  distinction  of  which  we  are  capable. 

As  your  partner  in  that  enterprise,  I commit  myself  to  vig- 
orous leadership  to  realize  these  educational  ideals  — to  focus 
attention  on  the  most  important  issues,  to  gather  us  around  a 
common  purpose,  to  nurture  the  imagination,  to  sustain  the 
community,  to  support  the  achievement  of  our  goals,  and  to 
exemplify  what  this  institution  advocates.  But  no  president 
can  achieve  such  renewal  alone.  Truly  great  presidents  are 
expressions  of  great  communities,  even  as  the  president  chal- 
lenges the  community  to  become  greater  still.  No  one  alone, 
however  noble  and  heroic,  will  be  able  to  guide  Elizabethtown 
to  greatness;  but  I have  great  confidence  about  the  College's 
future  because  it  will  also  be  in  your  capable  hands,  and  I 
know  you  are  up  to  the  task. 

Together  we  now  embark  on  the  journey  to  renew  our  his- 
toric vocation  in  this  new  age.  If  we  are  faithful  to  our  educa- 
tional values  and  imaginative  in  rejuvenating  our  practice,  we 
will  soon  experience  for  ourselves  the  special  meaning  of  T.  S. 
Eliot's  poignant  refrain: 

VJe  shall  not  cease  from  exploration 

And  the  end  of  all  our  exploring 

Will  be  to  arrive  where  we  started 

And  know  the  place  for  the  first  time. 

Let  us  not  cease  from  exploring  our  possibilities  for 
renewal  and  distinction.  In  the  end  we  will  arrive  where 
we  started,  but  we  will  know  ourselves,  and  this  place,  for 
the  first  time,  when  both  will  have  been  renewed.  E

A Tale  of  Two  Majors: 

The  Salesmanship,  the  Stamina,  the  Synergy 


Editor's  Note:  A number  of  faculty  have  helped 
Elizabethtown  respond  to  contemporary  concerns 
and  changes  in  the  marketplace  to  attract  more 
students  while  building  programs  of  a caliber  to 
bring  distinction  to  the  College.  Many  go  to  sur- 
prising lengths  to  enroll  students  in  these  majors 
and  then  build  in  the  highest  quality  experience 
possible  for  their  students.  Two  E-town  professors 
share  their  perspectives  on  the  challenges  of  start- 
ing new  majors  at  the  College. 


Taking  the  Reins

The  environmental  science  major  was 
established  in  the  spring  of  1992.  Dr.  Paul 
McCormick  started  the  program,  but  left 
in  1993  for  a position  in  Florida.  In  the 
fall  of  1994, 1 came  to  the  College  to  con- 
tinue and  expand  upon  Paul's  efforts. 

Some  fundamental  observations  stim- 
ulated the  creation  of  the  environmental 
science  major.  There  were  prospective 
students  who  had  an  interest  in  biology, 
but  were  not  necessarily  interested  in 
pre-medical  or  allied  health  careers. 

There  were  others  who  had  an  interest  in 
the  environment,  or  careers  that  involved 
the  outdoors.  But  perhaps  the  most  basic 
realization  grounding  the  environmental 
science  major  was  that  there  are  certain 
things  that  we  will  need  to  have  in  the 
future,  like  clean  air  and  water. 

The  biology  department  passed  a 
milestone  with  the  graduation  of  its  first 
three  environmental  science  majors  in  the 
spring  of  1995.  Since  that  time,  the  pro- 
gram has  continued  to  grow  in  numbers 
and  in  reputation.  The  program  has 
grown  to  16  upperclassmen  and  nine 
freshmen  who  intend  to  declare  the  major. 

Any  new  major  suffers  from  name 
recognition  problems.  At  first  it  was  diffi- 
cult to  market  a new  academic  program 
with  no  track  record.  That  problem  is 
being  overcome  as  more  of  our  alumni 
succeed  in  graduate  programs  and  in 
the  workplace.  Also,  I have  taken  advan-

tage  of  science  fairs,  on-campus  "envi- 
ronmental science  days"  for  high  school 
students,  and  high  school  career  fairs  to 
promote  the  program. 

The  awareness  of  the  environmental 
science  major  outside  the  Elizabethtown 
campus  has  required  me  to  develop 
"sales"  skills  I never  anticipated  in  grad- 
uate school.  Those  skills  include  writing 
and  calling  potential  students  and  their 
parents,  sometimes  more  than  once.  I 
invite  every  student  who  expresses  an 
interest  in  the  program  to  come  to  cam- 
pus, sit  in  on  classes,  and  meet  with  me 
to  discuss  the  strengths  of  the  program. 
As  the  Admissions  Office  has  indicated 
on  many  occasions,  if  we  can  get 
prospective  students  on  campus,  the 
odds  of  matriculation  are  much  higher. 

Marketing  a new  major  requires 
building  relationships  with  other  non- 
academic  departments  including  College 
Relations,  Admissions,  and  Development. 
In  the  case  of  Admissions  that  means 
attending  all  of  the  College  Open  Houses 
to  not  only  provide  information  to 


prospective  students,  but  to  gauge  from 
those  students  how  our  competitors  are 
promoting  their  programs.  It  is  a partner- 
ship that  requires  more  and  more  faculty 
involvement,  as  parents  and  students  are 
becoming  increasingly  smart  shoppers. 

For  instance,  at  Open  Houses,  parents 
have  been  asking  sophisticated  questions, 
not  only  about  hybrid  degrees  like  envi- 
ronmental science  and  law  or  business, 
but  questions  about  the  College's  efforts 
in  faculty  development  and  its  success  in 
receiving  grant  monies.  In  addition,  they 
are  asking  about  "out  of  the  classroom" 
activities  like  internships  and  research 
experiences. 

Research  opportunities  and  intern- 
ships were  once  an  attractive  option  to 
prospective  students,  but  now  are  critical 
to  any  successful  program.  In  the  past 
two  years,  our  students  have  taken 
their  research  findings  off  campus  and 
presented  them  at  the  Pennsylvania 
Academy  of  Science.  Three  recent  grad- 
uates have  co-authored  papers  with 
Biology  faculty. 
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In  the  environmental  arena,  the  other 
area  which  parents  and  students  con- 
tinue to  ask  about  is  the  availability  to 
pursue  environmental  internships.  Our 
students  have  interned  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  Environmental  Protection,  The 
Chesapeake  Bay  Foundation,  and  the 
Sierra  Club.  In  addition,  continuing 
efforts  with  the  Development  Office 
have  expanded  opportunities  to  include 
industry  and  regional  engineering  firms. 

We  have  a responsibility  to  stay  in 
touch  with  the  marketplace  to  recognize 
new  employment  areas,  and  emerging 
disciplines.  Developing  the  program  has 
given  me  the  opportunity  to  create  a net- 
work of  resources  outside  the  College 
which  benefit  not  only  the  program,  but 
my  own  research  in  water  quality. 

The  addition  of  environmental  sci- 
ence provided  some  balance  and  diver- 
sity to  a Biology  Department  which  was 
strong  in  pre-medical  and  allied  health 
programs.  Outside  the  department, 
major  requirements  in  multiple  depart- 
ments means  that  our  students  are  inter- 
acting with  a variety  of  disciplines. 
Hopefully  that  means  other  departments 
are  seeing  students  they  might  not  have 
seen  before. 

For  a broader  application  of  benefits, 
one  needs  look  no  further  than  industrial 
cities  like  Pittsburgh.  Fifty  years  ago,  any- 
one wearing  a white  collar  could  not  walk 
downtown  without  it  turning  black  with 
soot.  With  advances  in  environmental  sci- 
ence, not  only  is  the  air  quality  in  cities 
like  Pittsburgh  greatly  improved,  but  also 
our  water  is  safe  to  drink,  our  rivers  and 
lakes  are  improving,  and  we  are  learning 
to  balance  those  concerns  with  the  needs 
of  our  industrial  world.  Even  at  the 
undergraduate  level,  we  are  preparing 
graduates  capable  of  investigating  the 
environmental  problems  of  our  present, 
and  hopefully  problems  yet  unknown.  E

Building  a Quality 
Program  from  the 
Ground  Up

Know  the  market.  Know  the  competition. 
Create  a new  and  better  product.  Never  stand 
still.  Marketers  live  and  breathe  by  these 
precepts.  So,  it  was  second  nature  to  the 
business  faculty  to  reexamine  the  eleven- 
year-old  international  business  concen- 
tration allied  to  the  business  adminis- 
tration major  for  its  relevance  to  the 
marketplace. 


By  1990,  the  dramatic  growth  of  over- 
seas markets  convinced  many  businesses 
to  “go  global,"  to  expand  operations 
internationally. 

The  changing  marketplace,  a desire  to 
improve  our  program,  and  student  inter- 
est in  a business  career  that  combines 
language  and  travel  led  us  to  conclude 
that  the  College  should  create  a major  in 
international  business.  To  our  credit,  we 
had  11  years  of  experience  with  the  inter- 
national business  concentration  and  six 
members  of  the  business  department  had 
international  expertise. 

Though  international  business  pro- 
grams abound  today,  they  were  not 
prevalent  seven  years  ago.  We  had  the 


chance  to  capitalize  on  a genuine  market- 
ing advantage.  We  could  be  one  of  the 
first  out  of  the  gate  with  an  international 
business  major — a cut  above  any  pro- 
gram at  comparable  colleges — that 
would  bring  distinction  to  the  College. 

The  International  Business  Curricu- 
lum Committee  knew  that  this  major 
must  stay  on  the  leading  edge  of  devel- 
opments in  the  field — all  the  time.  With 
so  many  other  schools  soon  to  join  the 
fray,  our  competition  for  the  best  interna- 
tional business  students  would  become 
fierce. 

The  enthusiastic  and  innovative 
group  of  department  faculty  developed 
a proposal  in  1992  for  a truly  integrative 


and  experiential  major.  Instead  of  just 
replacing  a few  language  and  interna- 
tional courses  for  some  business  courses, 
we  created  new  courses,  combining  the 
international  focus  with  business  studies 
to  build  a major  with  four  key  compo- 
nents: intensive  language  study;  foreign 
culture  and  international  interaction 
courses;  business  studies  with  an  interna- 
tional focus;  and  opportunities  to  live, 
study,  and  work  overseas. 

A number  of  successful,  international 
businesses  were  headquartered  in  our 
area  — AMP  Incorporated,  Armstrong 
World  Industries,  M&M  Mars,  Hershey

New  Chairman  of  the 
College’s  Board  Elected 

Daniel  H.  Raffensperger  was  elected  as 
the  new  chairman  of  the  College's  board 
of  trustees  at  the  trustees'  October  26 
meeting.  His  term  began  January  1. 

Raffensperger  succeeded  Wayne  A. 
Nicarry  who  served  as  board  chairman 
since  1992.  Nicarry  continues  to  serve  the 
board  as  vice-chairman  and  as  co-chair 
of  the  College's  $25  million  endowment 
campaign. 

"I  am  deeply  honored  to  be  asked 
to  serve  Elizabethtown  College  in  this 
capacity,"  Raffensperger  says.  "The 
College  has  made  great  strides  academi- 
cally in  the  past  decade  and  its  excellent 
reputation  is  spreading  outside  the 
region.  I am  looking  forward  to  great 
things  happening  at  Elizabethtown  in 
the  21st  century." 

Raffensperger  has  served  as  a trustee 
of  the  College  since  1978  and  has  been 
vice-chairman  since  1992.  His  father, 
Horace,  also  served  on  the  College's 
board  of  trustees.  Among  his  recent 
board  responsibilities  was  chairing  the 
search  committee  that  called  Theodore  E. 
Long  as  Elizabethtown's  13th  president. 
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He  is  chairman  and  president  of 
The  Continental  Press,  Inc.  of  Elizabeth- 
town. He  joined  Continental  in  1962  and 
became  president  in  1982. 

He  is  a graduate  of  Juniata  College 
and  received  a master's  degree  from 
Bucknell  University. 

Ritsch  to  Retire 
as  Provost 

Frederick  F.  Ritsch,  provost  and  dean  of 
the  faculty,  has  retired  from  his  adminis- 
trative post  after  13  years  of  service  to 
return  to  teaching  full  time.  He  currently 
is  on  sabbatical  leave  and  will  return  to 
campus  for  the  1997-98  fall  term  as  a 
member  of  the  history  department. 

"During  his  tenure,  the  academic  pro- 
gram has  improved  dramatically  and  the 
reputation  of  the  College  has  been  greatly 
enhanced,"  said  president  Ted  Long. 
"Rick  demonstrated  excellent  leadership 
in  the  recruitment  of  new  faculty,  private 
and  public  grants  for  faculty  scholarship 
have  increased,  and  he  has  inspired  more 
faculty  members  to  conduct  the  type  of 
research  and  scholarly  work  that  invites 
recognition  to  the  College. 


"Under  his  direction,"  Long  added, 
"the  admissions  program  has  not  only 
filled  each  class,  but  done  so  with  more 
talented  and  better  qualified  students.  A 
new  core  curriculum  was  implemented 
under  Provost  Ritsch,  as  well  as  the 
junior/senior  colloquium,  which  has  cre- 
ated a distinctive  academic  program  for 
which  the  College  is  now  known  and 
respected." 

E.  Fletcher  McClellan,  professor  of 
political  science  and  recently  associate 
dean  of  the  faculty,  has  been  named 
interim  provost. 

A search  committee,  chaired  by  John 
C.  Rohrkemper,  English,  has  been  work- 
ing since  early  fall  to  consider  a pool  of 
candidates  to  replace  Ritsch. 

The  committee's  goal,  according  to 
Rohrkemper,  is  to  have  a new  provost 
selected  by  late  February  or  early  March.

Crocker  Leaving  Post 
as  Dean 

Richard  R.  Crocker,  dean  of  college 
life  and  associate  professor  of  religious 
studies,  announced  in  January  that  he  will 
step  down  from  his  administrative  post  at 
the  end  of  the  spring  1997  semester. 

His  future  plans  are  unclear  at  this 
time,  hut  he  is  under  consideration  for 
several  posts  at  other  institutions. 

"My  principal  reason  for  making  this 
decision  at  this  time,"  he  stated,  "is  that, 
after  seven  years  as  dean,  the  central  chal- 
lenges to  which  I was  called  have  been 
met.  I have  found  the  last  seven  years 
as  dean  very  challenging  and  rewarding. 
Not  only  have  we  made  learning  in  all  its 
dimensions  more  central  to  college  life, 
but  we  have  also  become  a community 
more  aware  of  integrity,  diversity,  self- 
government,  arid  service."

Crocker  came  to  the  College  in  1990 
after  serving  as  chaplain  and  lecturer 
in  religion  at  Bates  College.  During  his 
tenure  at  Elizabethtown,  he  was  espe- 
cially known  for  his  popularity  with 
students.  "I  am  sad  that  he  is  leaving 
E-town,"  remarked  Sidoney  Samuels 
'97.  "Dean  Crocker  is  someone  you  can 
really  talk  to,  someone  who  will  listen 
to  what  you  have  to  say." 

He  was  also  instrumental  in  the  suc- 
cessful candidacy  of  John  Leaman  '95 
to  become  Elizabethtown's  first  Rhodes 
Scholar.

Not  Your  Typical  Freshman 

Erick  Valentin  ’00  is  a politician  at  heart. 

As  a matter  of  fact,  when  he  arrived  at  Elizabethtown  this  fall,  he  immediately  hit 
the  campaign  trail.  In  an  attempt  to  drum  up  support  for  his  bid  for  freshman  class 
president,  he,  among  other  things,  handed  out  “Tootsie  Rolls.” 

The  strategy  worked. 

“I  was  in  student  government  for  three  years  in  high  school,  so  I knew  that  it  was 
something  I wanted  to  continue.  And  I’m  a political  science  major,  so  it’s  great  first- 
hand experience,”  he  said.  “Plus,  it  gave  me  a reason  to  talk  to  a lot  of  people.” 

Valentin  isn’t  your  typical  college  freshman.  In  just  one  semester  at  E-town,  he 
has  served  as  president  of  the  freshman  class,  sat  on  the  Student  Senate’s  Religious 
Life  and  Alumni  Relations  committees,  worked  with  the  Residence  Life  Council,  and 
has  been  an  active  member  of  Colors  United,  a minority  student  group.  As  a student 
assistant  with  the  Office  of  Admissions,  he’s  also  hosted  prospective  students  and 
worked  as  a telemarketer. 

He  has  also  managed  to  squeeze  in  a few  of  those  “typical”  freshman  activities, 
like  learning  to  do  his  own  laundry. 

Valentin  was  introduced  to  Elizabethtown  as  a high  school  senior  through 
“Diversity  Weekend,”  a program  conducted  by  the  Admissions  office  that  invites 
minority  students  to  spend  a couple  of  days  at  the  College.  A native  of  Langhorne, 
Pennsylvania,  about  25  miles  outside  of  center  city  Philadelphia,  he  was  looking  for 
a small  private  school  where  he  could  get  the  individual  attention  that  would  better 
prepare  him  for  law  school. 

He  feels  that  his  acclimation  to  college  life  has  been  made  easier  thanks  to  the 
resources  offered  to  first-year  students  at  Elizabethtown,  particularly  the  freshman 
seminar. 

“Most  of  my  friends  are  at  bigger  schools,  like  Millersville  and  Penn  State, 
where  they  really  don’t  offer  as  much  guidance  for  the  freshmen.  They  just  kind  of 
throw  you  in  and  say  sink  or  swim,”  he  noted.  “Many  of  them  have  gone  through  a 
point  where  they  were  depressed  about  college  because  they  didn’t  know  what  was 
out  there.” 

While  law  school  is  his  immediate  goal,  he’s  undecided  on  his  long-term  plans. 

“I  was  thinking  that  maybe  I’ll  keep  going  and  get  the  juris  doctorate.  I’ve  always 
considered  taking  the  State  Department  exam  or  maybe  going  into  politics,”  he 
noted.  “With  political  science  as  a major,  you  can  really  do  anything.”  E

Campaign  Day  '96 


Alan  Keyes,  former  United  Nations  ambassador 
and  Republican  presidential  candidate,  started 
off  " Campaign  Day  ’96"  by  giving  800  people 
in  Leffler  Chapel  an  insider's  analysis  of  the 
campaign  for  president  and  the  issues  that 
swirled  around  the  Republican  and  Democratic 
candidates. 


Upon  his  arrival  on  campus,  Republican  presi- 
dential nominee  Bob  Dole,  along  with  Governor 
Tom  Ridge  and  College  president  Ted  Long, 
attended  a special  occupational  therapy  class 
taught  by  Catherine  A.  Clark,  in  which  students 
simulated  preparing  a simple  meal  while  experi- 
encing deprivation  of  a sense  or  a skill.  Here, 
Gov.  Ridge  helps  a student,  Angela  Shuman  ’99, 
with  glasses  that  will  render  her  sightless. 


It  began  with  a simple  phone  call  in  late 
September  and  nine  days  later  became 
the  biggest  event  ever  reported  by 
the  national  and  regional  media  from 
Elizabethtown.  Former  Kansas  senator 
Bob  Dole,  the  Republican  nominee  for 
President,  wanted  to  make  one  last  cam- 
paign stop  before  the  election  in  south- 
central  Pennsylvania,  and  his  staff 
wanted  him  to  visit  Elizabethtown. 

Quickly,  the  College  Republicans, 
under  the  leadership  of  juniors  Brock 
McCleary  of  Waynesboro,  Pa.,  Melissa 
DiSanto  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  and  Robert 
Miller  of  Fairless  Hills,  Pa.,  began  work- 
ing with  the  campaign  staff  on  ticket 
distribution,  rally  strategy,  and  painting 
signs.  Many  Elizabethtown  faculty  mem- 
bers and  administrators — including  a 
few  Democrats — began  coordinating 
events  with  the  campaign  staff  and  the 
Secret  Service. 

The  only  complication  was  the 
presence  of  Alan  Keyes,  former  United 
Nations  ambassador  and  Republican  pri- 
mary opponent  of  Dole,  who  had  agreed 
months  previously  to  speak  at  Wednes- 
day-at-10  on  the  subject  of  the  campaign. 
The  Dole  campaign  said,  "No  problem. 
Keyes  will  create  more  excitement." 

Wednesday,  October  2,  began  as 
a miserable,  wet  day  outdoors,  but  there 
was  palpable  heat  felt  everywhere 
indoors.  As  students  crossed  campus  to 
Leffler  Chapel  to  attend  Keyes'  lecture, 
the  line  to  get  into  the  rally  in  Thompson 
Gymnasium  was  already  snaking  to 
College  Avenue. 

Keyes'  lecture  drew  about  800  mostly 
enthusiastic  listeners,  including  a group 
of  high  school  students  who  had  traveled 


from  New  Jersey,  making  it  the  most  suc- 
cessful academic  program  yet  held  in  the 
year-old  Leffler  Chapel. 

When  Dole  and  Governor  Tom  Ridge 
arrived  together  at  Thompson  Gymna- 
sium, they  were  greeted  by  president 
Long  and  attended  a special  occupational 
therapy  class  set  up  in  one  of  the  gym's 
classrooms. 

Dole,  Ridge,  and  Long  observed 
a class  of  eight  students  taught  by 
Catherine  A.  Clark.  The  students,  all 
sophomores  selected  by  lottery,  were: 
Andrea  Walton  of  Clinton,  N.J.;  Stacie 
Zak  of  Woodstown,  N.J.;  Jody  Rarick  of 
Orwigsburg,  Pa.;  Kristin  Abbey  of  Brod- 
becks,  Pa.;  Julia  Veenema  of  Wilmington, 
Del.;  Megan  Krimmel  of  Watsontown, 
Pa.;  Tracy  Kirby  of  Ijamsville,  Md.;  and 
Angela  Shuman  of  Mercersburg,  Pa. 

The  focus  of  the  class  was  preparing 
a meal  while  being  deprived  of  a sense 
or  skill.  Dole  mentioned  to  the  class 
that,  because  of  his  own  well-publicized 
wounds  suffered  in  World  War  II,  he 
must  use  a buttonhook  every  morning 
to  get  his  own  shirt  on. 

After  the  class,  while  Dole  prepared 
himself  to  address  an  audience  estimated 
at  close  to  3,000  that  packed  the  gym, 
president  Long  took  the  opportunity  to 
introduce  himself  to  Republican  digni- 
taries, many  of  whom  were  visiting 
the  campus  for  the  first  time.  Besides 
the  governor,  Rick  Santorum  and  Arlen 
Specter  from  the  U.S.  Senate;  George 
Gekas,  Bill  Goodling,  and  Robert 
Walker  from  the  U.S.  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives; state  senator  Noah  Wenger 
and  state  representative  Thomas  Arm- 
strong; and  state  Republican  chairman 
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Melissa  L.  DiSanto  '98  of  Harrisburg  was 
featured  on  national  television  introducing 
Gov.  Ridge,  lower  right,  to  a Thompson  Former  Senator  Dole  spoke  to  a full  house  filled  with  all  the  pomp  and  circumstance  of  a presidential

As  the  rally  began  and  the  dozens 
of  cameras  began  recording  images 
for  newspapers  and  television  stations 
around  the  country,  DiSanto  offered  a 
welcome  to  the  candidate  from  the  Col- 
lege Republicans  and  introduced  Gover- 
nor Ridge,  who  told  the  crowd,  "If  you 
want  to  celebrate  democracy,  Elizabeth- 
town College  is  the  place  to  be." 

Outside,  the  College  Democrats 
voiced  their  opinion  about  Dole,  albeit 
in  polite  fashion.  Most  notable  among 


opponents  was  senior  David  Khanlian  of 
Moorestown,  N.J.,  who  entered  the  rally 
wearing  a rubber  Bob  Dole  mask  only  to 
be  evicted  (see  "From  the  Bunker"  on 
page  48  for  his  views  on  the  rally). 

Elizabethtown  College  was  featured 
on  CNN;  in  Boston  newspapers  where 
Merrimack  College  faculty  and  staff 
woke  up  to  see  a picture  of  their  former 
colleague.  Long,  along  with  Dole  and 
Ridge;  in  USA  Today;  and  in  just  about 
every  newspaper  in  the  Commonwealth. 

About  the  College's  decision  to 


accommodate  the  rally,  Long  said:  "The 
leadership  of  the  College  had  to  walk  a 
delicate  line  between  the  appearance  of 
partisanship  and  working  to  ensure  a sat- 
isfactory educational  experience  for  the 
community.  I think  we  made  it  work.  The 
rally  got  students  excited  about  the  first 
presidential  election  in  which  they  could 
vote.  It  got  them  talking  about  issues  of 
national  importance.  It  exposed  students 
to  the  way  a sophisticated  national  orga- 
nization works.  And,  yes,  it  put  the 
College  on  the  map."  E

Quiet  S.M.I.L.E.  Is  Welcome 

With  more  than  100  student  members,  S.M.I.L.E.  (Students  Making  Individual 
Lives  Enriched)  is  one  of  the  largest  service  clubs  on  campus.  It  has  quietly 
brightened  the  lives  of  individuals  in  our  community  for  the  last  six  years. 

When  S.M.I.L.E.  began  in  1990,  “it  was  something  pretty  original,”  according 
to  College  Chaplain  P.  Joan  Austin,  who  serves  as  the  club’s  advisor.  “Accounting 
majors  would  help  people  with  their  taxes;  social  work  majors  had  regular  place- 
ments. There  was  not  a place  that  students  could  sign  up  and  go  out  to  serve  the 
community  on  a regular  basis  if  they  were  not  in  a curriculum-based  experience 
or  had  preexisting  ties  to  a service  organization  like  Kiwanis,”  Austin  adds. 

So,  S.M.I.L.E.  began  as  an  all-inclusive  organization  open  to  all  students, 
to  bring  students  with  different  backgrounds  and  majors  together  for  a common 
purpose:  to  serve  others.  They  volunteer  their  time  not  because  they  are  looking 
for  recognition,  but  because  they  find  that  helping  others  is  reward  enough. 

S.M.I.L.E.  is  one  of  the  most  active  clubs  on  campus.  Students  who  join 
S.M.I.L.E.  cannot  be  members  in  name  only.  They  must  take  part  in  at  least  three 
club-sponsored  activities  per  semester. 

“The  places  where  we  help  out  really  depend  on  us,”  explains  Krista  Doyle 
’97  of  Forest  Hill,  Md.,  the  club’s  outgoing  president.  Two  times  a month  club 
members  help  out  in  the  Bethesda  Soup  Kitchen.  They  play  bingo  with  the  resi- 
dents of  the  Manor  Care  Nursing  Home  on  Wednesday  evenings. 

Other  non-profits  have  come  to  depend  on  S.M.I.L.E.,  too,  for  help  with  annual 
fund-raising  projects  such  as  The  American  Cancer  Society’s  Daffodil  Days  and 
United  Cerebral  Palsy’s  Christmas  gift  wrap  table  at  Park  City  Center  in  Lancaster. 

Whether  it  is  a Teens  at  Risk  Day  or  babysitting  at  a local  church,  many  people 
rely  on  the  services  that  S.M.I.L.E.  offers  them,  month  after  month  and  year  after 
year. 

Krista  says  there  is  so  much  to  be  gained  when  students  give  their  time  to 
S.M.I.L.E.  For  instance,  she  was  a little  shy  before  she  started  volunteering  with 
S.M.I.L.E.  The  club’s  activities 
helped  her  become  better  at 
establishing  a rapport  with 
strangers,  since  the  club’s  pro- 
jects put  her  in  the  position  of 
having  to  interact  comfortably  with 
many  people  she  had  never  met 
before. 

She  has  also  learned  how  to 
prioritize  and  has  practiced  the 
fine  art  of  persuasion  in  enlisting 
members  to  sign  up  for  the  activi- 
ties that  she  chairs.  These  are  life 
skills  that  anyone  can  use  on  the 
job  and  that  will  be  useful  to  her 
as  an  occupational  therapist,  too. 

It  seems  that  S.M.I.L.E.  is 
aptly  named.  It  is  something  that 
is  seen,  but  not  heard,  that  is  uni- 
versally understood  and  appreci- 
ated, that  brightens  the  faces  of 
those  on  the  giving  as  well  as  the 
receiving  end.  E

American  Colleges  and  Universities 


There  are  just  a very  few  examples  of 
institutions  that  are  working  simultane- 
ously on  educational  plans  intertwined 
with  financial  containment  and  even 
organizational  restructuring.  I am 
impressed  by  the  necessity  for  a complex 
of  very  hard  tasks  to  be  accomplished  by 
many  people  together.  Presidential  vision 
and  master-minding,  closely  aided  by 
a constellation  of  leaders  in  every  con- 
stituency is  essential. 

AAC&U's  first  goal  (of  five)  is  to 


"strengthen  and  empower  institutional 
leaders  to  plan  and  guide  educational 
programs  that  are  effective  and  efficient 
as  the  means  to  strengthen  their  institu- 
tions." This  means  that  presidents  need 
to  be,  first  and  foremost,  educational 
leaders. 

Why  is  the  quality  of  the  president's 
leadership  crucial?  He  is  the  one  who 
connects  your  overarching  institutional 
mission  with  the  actual  decision-making 
in  all  parts  of  the  campus.  Your  president 
must  affirm  every  day  your  mission: 
"education  for  service"  which  reflects 
still  the  eloquent  words  of  the  founders: 
"...  harmonious  development  of  the 
physical,  mental,  and  moral  powers  of 
both  sexes  ..."  Your  president  bridges 
you  to  external  environments  that 
impinge  on  your  campus.  Good  leader- 
ship of  an  academic  institution  requires 
the  president  to  enjoy  being  abreast  of 
academic  developments.  He  will  be 
inspired  by  the  quality  of  your  intellec- 
tual and  religious  work  to  garner  the 
resources  that  will  underwrite  the  cost. 

You  are  welcoming  your  new  presi- 
dent to  campus  with  great  warmth. 

Please  continue  your  openness  to  his 
intellectual  involvement  here.  There  are 
enormous  pulls  these  days  on  presidents 
t to  spend  most  of  their  time  on  the  finan- 
I cial  and  political  activities  of  their  institu- 
g tions.  These  are  very  important,  but  they 
l_  are  not  the  heart-beat  of  this  college.  If 
you  expect  imaginative  leadership,  then 
invite  the  president  to  connect  also  to  the 
scholarly  discourse  of  this  campus. 

And  what  of  the  institutional  context 
for  leadership?  John  Gardner  wrote  in  his 
fine  series,  Leadership  Papers:  "What  pro- 
duces a good  result  is  the  combination 
of  a particular  context  and  an  individual 
with  the  appropriate  attributes  to  lead 
in  that  context."  He  goes  on  to  point  out 
that  "in  healthy  systems  mid-level  lead- 
ership must  function  effectively,  ensuring 
that  there  will  be  vitality  throughout  the 
system  and  not  just  at  the  top." 

Elizabethtown  College  has  surely 
chosen  just  the  right  president,  yet  it 
is  not  a foregone  conclusion  that  this 
combination  takes  off  spontaneously. 
Thoughtful,  active  engagement  at  every 
level  is  needed;  much  great  conversation 
is  essential;  and  that  lovely  notion  of 
vitality  at  every  level  throughout  the 
organization  would  be  a blessing  indeed. 

What  may  be  the  attributes  of  an 
effective  college?  We  use  the  term  "learn- 
ing community,"  and  I believe  your 
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ambition  is  that  everyone  works  at  learn- 
ing. I am  impressed  with  what  I read  of 
your  curriculum  design.  You  have  devel- 
oped freshman  and  senior  seminars  out- 
side the  major.  You  include  interdiscipli- 
nary and  integrative  programs — and 
balance  liberal  arts  and  professional  pro- 
grams. While  struggling  to  design  these 
parts  of  the  curriculum,  I imagine  that 
the  faculty  modeled  learning  communi- 
ties themselves!  I hope  you  continue 
now  to  grapple  with  the  ways  of  engag- 
ing students  in  their  learning — and 
with  how  effectively  the  complex  of 
college  experiences  affect  students' 
development. 

And  so,  finally,  what  qualities  charac- 
terize the  members  of  the  learning  com- 
munity? I read  a newspaper  article  once 
about  a former  colleague,  a man  of  con- 
siderable accomplishments  and  one  who 
was  described  as  having  succeeded  as 
"novelist,  critic,  teacher,  historian,  news- 
paperman, poet,  and  publisher."  But 
it  was  the  next  line  that  caught  my  atten- 
tion— for  it  said  that  this  person  "has 
done  so  many  things  and  done  them  all 
well."  It  concluded:  "Generosity  charac- 
terizes his  career.  He  has  always  shown 
as  much  concern  for  the  work  of  others 
as  he  has  for  his  own."  How  wondrous! 
To  do  much,  to  do  it  well,  to  be  generous, 
to  be  other-centered — to  build  such  lives 
is  surely  the  educational  mission  of 
Elizabethtown  College. 

On  this  day  of  celebration  — I wish 
you  "many,  many  happy  returns"  — to 
Ted  Long,  to  your  students,  to  all  your 
learners  and  to  all  of  you  together  at 
Elizabethtown  College!  E

Scholarship  Reception 
Held  November  13- 
over  100  in  Attendance 

Elizabethtown  College's  annual  Scholar- 
ship Reception  was  held  November  13, 
1996,  in  the  Annenberg  Center.  Over  100 
students  and  donors  attended  the  event, 
which  gives  individuals  who  fund  schol- 
arships at  Elizabethtown  the  opportunity 
to  meet  and  learn  more  about  the  stu- 
dents they  support.  It  was  the  largest 
attendance  ever  for  the  reception.  Vice 
President  of  Institutional  Advancement 
J.  Michael  Pressimone  said,  "Its  always 
great  to  see  so  many  students  and  donors 
meeting  face  to  face." 

Three  guest  speakers  highlighted  the 
event.  Students  Felicia  Figueroa  '00  and 
Craig  Bertz  '97  spoke  about  the  need  for 
scholarship  funding  on  a campus  where 
90%  of  students  receive  financial  aid. 
Figueroa  is  one  of  three  minority  scholars 
supported  by  Armstrong  World  Indus- 
tries. Bertz,  the  chairman  of  the  campus 
Habitat  for  Humanity  project,  is  sup- 
ported by  a scholarship  from  Sprint. 
Donor  Roger  Brown  spoke  for  a few 
moments,  describing  why  he  supports 
scholarship  at  Elizabethtown  College. 
Roger  and  Lynn  Brown  recently  endowed 
the  Joan  Prentice  Charlton  Award  for 
outstanding  work  in  visual  art. 

Many  members  of  the  Business 
Associate  Scholarship  (BAS)  program 
attended  the  reception.  BAS  allows  local 
businesses  to  support  local  students  with 


a grant  of  $1,000  annually.  The  BAS 
program  membership  grew  from  16  to 
26  members  during  1996. 

Annual  Fund  Now  Has 
Two  Goals 

For  the  first  time  ever,  the  Elizabethtown 
College  Board  of  Trustees  has  set  a par- 
ticipation goal  for  the  College,  challeng- 
ing alumni  to  reach  the  level  of  33.3% 
participation.  Over  the  past  three  years, 
alumni  participation  in  the  annual  fund 
has  grown  from  24%  to  nearly  32%.  This 
year,  the  College  hopes  to  have  at  least 
one-third  of  all  alumni  participate  in  the 
life  of  the  College  through  the  annual 
fund. 

"While  the  College  endowment  cam- 
paign has  a significant  effect  on  present 
and  future  College  programming,"  says 
Zane  Gizzi,  director  of  the  annual  fund, 
"it  is  important  to  remember  that  a mil- 
lion dollar  annual  fund  generates  the 
same  income  annually  for  the  College 
as  a $20  million  endowment. 

"Because  of  the  importance  of  the 
annual  fund.  College  Trustees  approved 
a goal  of  $1,050,000,  for  1996-97,  a 5% 
increase  over  the  previous  year's  goal.

$65,000  per  month.  Annual  fund  support 
helps  to  pay  the  bill  for  both  the  electric 
costs  and  the  energy  improvements. 

Senior  Class  Pledge  Breaks 
Records,  Has  President 
Learning  New  Dance  Steps 

The  Elizabethtown  College  Class  of  1997 
has  set  a new  record  for  the  Senior  Class 
Pledge  Program.  The  Class  Pledge 
Program  was  created  in  the  early  1980's 
as  a way  to  educate  students  on  the 
importance  of  giving  back  to  the  College. 
Seniors  are  asked  to  pledge  their  support 
of  Elizabethtown  for  the  five-year  period 
following  their  graduation.  This  year's 
senior  class  has  surpassed  their  goal  of 
75%  by  achieving  77%  participation— 
nearly  eight  of  every  ten  seniors  has 
pledged  their  support.  The  class  also 
surpassed  their  pledge  goal  of  $23,000 
by  raising  $30,049  in  pledges. 

"As  seniors,  we  have  received,  and 
we  want  to  give  back,"  said  Senior  Class 
President  Daniel  J.  Jones  of  Middletown, 
Pa.  Jones  added  that  the  totals  reflect  the 
nature  of  the  Elizabethtown  College  com- 
munity. "You're  not  just  a part  of  the 
College  for  four  years.  Students  view  the 
College  as  a community  that  you  become 
a part  of  from  day  one,  and  they  know 
that  sense  of  community  won't  go  away 
after  graduation." 

President  Theodore  E.  Long,  offered 
motivation  to  the  Class  of  1997  by  agree- 
ing to  perform  the  new  "Macarena" 
dance  craze  if  the  Class  achieved  their 
goals.  On  January  24,  Dr.  Long  rewarded 
the  Class  with  a one-time-only  perfor- 
mance in  the  Susquehanna  Room  of  Myer 
Dining  Hall.  Cameras  were  banned.

The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  M.  Darlene  Myer 
Rhodes'  speech  of  November  21,  1996  at  the 
Cosmos  Club,  Washington,  D.C. 

“My  sister  Sylvia  and  I were  talking  over  lunch  one 
day.  Sylvia  is  a computer  systems  analyst  and  I work  as 
a computer  applications  analyst.  We  were  talking  about 
how  rapidly  computer  technology  and  software  change. 

When  I started  my  career,  I was  given  responsibility  for 
a computer  program  which  resided  on  well  over  2,000 
punched  cards  and  was  carried  to  the  computer  room  in 
two  large  card  drawers.  Each  time  it  was  taken  to  the 
computer  room  (which  was  two  or  three  times  a day),  I 
worried  that  someone  would  drop  a segment  of  the  card 
file  and  I would  have  to  spend  time  putting  it  back 
together  again. 

Today  I am  responsible  for  much  larger  programs  and 
computer  files  which  1 now  can  carry  around  on  a floppy 
disk  in  my  pocket! 

The  more  Sylvia  and  I talked,  the  more  we  realized  that 
we  could  assist  the  College  in  providing  resources  to 
keep  up  with  the  latest  computer  technologies. 

By  sharing  and  pooling  our  resources,  we  all  can  insure 
excellence  in  Elizabethtown  education  for  many  future 
generations.”

Planning  for  the  Future 


While  Celebrating  a Century  - Shaping  the  Next  is  a campaign  to  secure  the 
future  of  Elizabethtown  College,  it  also  provides  an  opportunity  to  help  alumni 
and  friends  with  estate  planning  concerns  and  issues.  Estate  planning  is  not 
just  for  the  very  wealthy.  Today’s  tax  laws  affect  the  middle  class  in  signifi- 
cant ways,  and  many  alumni  find  that  creating  a charitable  partnership  with 
Elizabethtown  College  can  provide  tax  advantages  and  personal  fulfillment. 

In  December  of  1996,  Lester  A.  Risser  '41  established  a $200,000  scholar- 
ship fund  to  benefit  elementary  education  majors  at  Elizabethtown  College. 

Lester  Risser  spent  his  entire  career  as  an  elementary  teacher.  His  educational 
career  spanned  four  decades,  starting  in  a one-room  school  house  comprising 

eight  grades  and  ending  in  a modern  elementary  school  in  Lower  Dauphin  School  District.  Risser,  now  retired, 
is  representative  of  many  Elizabethtown  alumni,  who  can  claim  the  "Educate  for  Service”  motto  as  their  own. 

Risser  found  that,  after  a lifetime  of  service,  his  well-planned  retirement  had  reached  a point  where  taxes 
were  beginning  to  take  a sizable  portion  of  his  income.  At  the  same  time,  some  of  his  retirement  investments 
had  appreciated  greatly  while  not  contributing  much  to  his  monthly  bottom  line.  In  working  closely  with  his 
advisors,  Risser  structured  a gift  to  the  Elizabethtown  College  endowment  to  balance  the  income  produced  by 
his  retirement  savings.

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The  Risser  gift  carries  with  it  deductions 
which  may  be  utilized  this  year  and  for  the  next 
five  tax  seasons.  For  older  alumni  in  their 
retirement  years  with  modest  income  and  few 
deductions,  or  for  those  who  hold  highly  appre- 
ciated stock,  charitable  gifts,  like  Lester 
Risser’s,  can  offset  current  income  or  balance 
estate  planning  needs. 

For  Lester  Risser,  though,  more  than  its  tax 
benefits,  the  gift  represented  an  opportunity  to 
perpetuate  a Risser  legacy  of  education.  Lester 
Risser  had  nine  brothers  and  sisters;  six  of  them 
were  educators;  five  were  elementary  teachers. 
“The  scholarship  was  really  a way  to  carry  on 
the  Lester  Risser  name  and  benefit  others,”  said 
nephew  Gerald  Risser  '63.  “Former  students 
have  said  that  in  addition  to  reading,  writing 
and  arithmetic,  my  uncle  taught  them  values 
like  responsibility,  discipline  and  humor,”  and 
he  added,  “I  know  he  was  an  inspiration  to  his 
students.” 

With  this  gift,  the  inspiration  continues 
and  the  Lester  Risser  story  will  be  retold  to 
Elizabethtown  students  for  years  to  come. 


Trustees  Raise  Campaign  Goal  to  $25  million 


The  Board  of  Trustees  voted  to  increase  the  goal  of  Celebrating  a Century  - Shaping  the  Next  at  its  meeting  on  October 
26,  1996.  “The  original  goal  of  the  campaign  was  to  raise  $20  million  between  now  and  the  celebration  of  the  College 
centennial  in  1 999,”  noted  President  Ted  Long.  “Because  of  the  enthusiastic  and  generous  support  of  some  good 
friends  of  Elizabethtown,  we  have  already  received  pledges  in  excess  of  $15  million  and  have  been  able  to  raise  the 
goal  of  the  campaign  by  another  $5  million  — to  $25  million.” 

With  the  campaign  increase,  Elizabethtown  now  seeks  to  raise  $11  million  to  endow  student  scholarships.  Goals  for 
other  areas  have  been  increased  as  well:

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E-town’s  Olympic  Torchbearer 

As  a reward  for  for  almost  20  years  of  community  service, 
Gary  L.  Myers  71  was  given  what  he  called  his  “15 
minutes  of  fame.” 

This  past  summer,  Myers,  a resident  of  Smyrna,  Ga.,  was 
chosen  to  be  an  Olympic  Torchbearer.  He  carried  the  flame 
at  12:30  a.m.  on  July  18th  for  about  one-half  a mile,  right  in 
front  of  the  Georgia  Governor’s  Mansion. 

“It  was  an  indescribable  experience.  I had  so  much 
adrenaline  going  I felt  like  I could  have  run  for  about  ten 
miles,”  said  Myers. 

Myers  was  selected  to  carry  the  torch  through  a program 
called  Community  Heroes.  He’s  been  a volunteer  basketball 
coach  for  seventh  and  eighth  grade  girls  for  the  past  18 
years  and  it  was  his  team  that  nominated  him  for  the  honor. 

“I  was  stunned  when  I first  found  out.  The  team  came 
over  on  a Saturday  afternoon  with  a cake  and  a certificate 
and  kind  of  sprung  it  on  me,”  he  recalled.  “I  didn’t  even 
realize  what  they  were  talking  about  until  they  started  read- 
ing a letter  from  (Atlanta  Olympic  Committee  Director)  Billy 
Payne.  I never  would  have  imagined  it  would  happen  to  me.” 

Myers  also  found  his  way  onto  the  evening  news.  A tele- 
vision crew  that  was  on  hand  to  cover  the  run  interviewed 
him  and  his  team. 

He  likened  the  whole  event  to  a military  operation.  “It 
was  very  precise.  They  picked  us  up  in  a van,  drove  us  to 
the  spot,  and  reviewed  the  procedure.  After  we  got  there, 
we  had  about  ten  minutes  to  talk  with  our  friends  and  family 
before  the  torch  arrived. 

“It  was  truly  an  unforgettable  evening.  Along  with  the 
team,  my  wife  and  kids  were  there,  my  parents,  friends 
from  church.  Even  my  90-year-old  grandmother  made  the 
trip  to  see  it,”  said  Myers. 

After  graduating  from  Elizabethtown,  he  completed  his 
post-graduate  studies  at  Georgia  Tech  University  and  has 
lived  in  Atlanta  ever  since.  He  currently  supervises  a cardio- 
vascular research  lab  at  the  Center  for  Disease  Control. 

“it  was  a very  proud  moment  for  me.  I couldn’t  believe 
that  with  all  the 
deserving  people, 

I was  getting  the 
opportunity  to 
carry  the  Olympic 
Flame,”  he  said. 

“No  matter  what  I 
do  the  rest  of  my 
life,  I’ll  always 
remember  it.”

When  Steven  Falk  was  granted  his 
degree  in  psychology  in  1976, 
he  figured  he  had  two  options:  go  to 
graduate  school,  as  his  faculty  advisor 
had  suggested,  or  go  into  the  business 
to  which  his  father  had  devoted  46  years.

When  the  seat  in  the  104th  District  of  the  Pennsylvania  House  of  Representatives 
opened  up  last  year  because  of  Jeffrey  Piccola’s  election  to  the  State  Senate,  an 
E-town  alumnus  began  campaigning  for  the  seat.  The  only  problem,  he  was  told  in  Feb- 
ruary, was  that  he  was  a staggering  41%  behind  his  primary  opponent. 

That  didn’t  stop  Mark  McNaughton  ’85.  His  wife,  Diane  White  McNaughton  ’84,  told  him 
that  he  would  win.  Everyone  should  have  a spouse  with  that  kind  of  devotion  and  convic- 
tion—and  prescience. 

Four  days  before  the  primary,  Mark  pulled  even  with  his  opponent.  He  went  on  to  win 
the  primary  and  the  election  on  a platform  that  stressed  serving  people,  his  business  per- 
spective, and  his  political  independence.  This  January,  he  was  sworn  in  to  an  elected  office 
few  had  given  him  any  chance  of  winning  a year  ago. 

“I’ve  always  had  a major  interest  in  politics,”  says  Mark,  as  he  finishes  up  hiring  a new 
staffer  over  the  phone.  “My  E-town  professors  like  George  Gliptis  and  Randy  Trostle  really 
piqued  my  interest  in  politics.  We  spent  hours  and  hours  debating  public  policy. 

“When  I got  out  of  college,”  he  continues,  “I  had  volunteered  for  campaigns  for  Tom 
Ridge  when  he  ran  for  governor,  as  well  as  retired  State  Senator  John  Shumaker.” 

When  Mark  graduated,  he  also  went  to  work  for  one  of  the  best-known  firms  in  the 
region,  McNaughton  Homes,  which  his  father,  Frank,  also  an  Elizabethtown  alumnus, 
founded.  “It’s  a real  family  affair,”  says  Mark.  “My  brother-in-law,  also  an  E-town  grad, 
works  for  the  company.  My  wife  works  for  the  company.  We’ve  got  family  members  all 
over  the  place.” 

Mark  is  quick  to  credit  his  E-town 
experience  with  helping  him  in  other 
ways.  “The  biggest  challenge  I ever 
faced  was  being  a resident  assistant 
in  Ober  B-3  my  sophomore  year,”  he 
remembers.  “It  was  great.  It  gave  me 
leadership  skills,  taught  me  how  to 
negotiate,  and  left  me  with  an  appreci- 
ation of  the  fine  art  of  compromise.”

Winning  Award  a Big  Break 

Becky  Hagenston  ’89  knows  most  published  authors  don’t 
make  enough  money  to  earn  a living  as  a writer.  But  she 
cannot  imagine  herself  wanting  to  do  anything  else. 

Though  she  wrote  her  first  book  in  sixth  grade,  it  wasn’t 
until  her  first  story  was  published  in  1994  that  Becky  could 
begin  to  call  writing  her  profession.  Becky  shored  up  that 
claim  in  1996  by  winning  the  0.  Henry  award  for  “’Til  Death 
Us  Do  Part,”  a story  about  marriage,  divorce,  and  trying  again. 

Becky  marvels  at  being  selected  for  the  0.  Henry  honor. 
“It’s  amazing  how  it  works.  You  are  just  chosen.  I sent  my 
story  off  to  a prestigious  literary  magazine  called  the  Crescent 
Review.  Crescent  published  it— I got  my  two  free  copies. 

I thought  that  was  the  end  of  it,”  she  recalls. 

Then  she  learned  that  all  the  literary  magazines  like 
Crescent  Review  are  read  in  search  of  short  stories  for  a 
yearly  anthology  published  by  Doubleday.  Editor  William 
Abrahams  selected  hers  as  one  of  20  for  the  collection, 

’’Prize  Stories  1996:  The  0.  Henry  Awards,”  which  is  now 
in  bookstores. 

“I  always  felt  very  encouraged  by  everyone  regarding 
everything  that  I wrote  at  Elizabethtown.  Actually  in  the  0. 
Henry  story,  there’s  a scene  when  the  main  character’s  sister 
gets  married  that’s  a reference  to  Elizabethtown.  It  is  set  in  a 
town  that  smells  like  chocolate  when  the  wind  blows  one  way 
and  cow  manure  when  it  blows  the  other  way. 

Becky  now  lives  in  Tucson,  Az.  She  completed  her  master 
of  fine  arts  degree  in  creative  writing  from  the  University  of 
Arizona  in  December. 

Winning  the  0.  Henry  award  together  with  renewed  confi- 
dence from  earning  an  advanced  degree  from  a top  ten  writing 
program  may  yield  some  big  breaks  for  her.  She  received  a call 
from  a literary  agent  in  New  York  who  read  “ ’Til  Death  Us  Do 
Part”  and  wants  to  read  her  master’s  thesis— a collection  of 
eight  short  stories.

A Tribute  to  Cyrus  G.  Bucher  ’36 

My  acquaintance  with  Cy  Bucher  '36,  who  passed  away  on 
August  23,  1996,  began  on  a warm  September  morning 
in  1957.  Being  a college  freshman,  1 knew  no  one  and  felt 
very  much  alone. 

Greeting  me  was  a gentle-faced  Sunday  School 
teacher  named  Cyrus  Bucher.  When  the  morning  was 
over,  an  unexpected  treat  was  an  invitation  to  come  home 
for  dinner.  And  that  was  just  the  beginning  of  a long 
friendship  with  Cy  Bucher. 

Cy  had  an  indescribable  way  of  making  one  feel 
special.  He  would  pursue  and  encourage  people  to  utilize 
their  gifts.  Once  Cy  went  to  Philadelphia  on  business 
with  Musselman's  and  on  his  way  back,  he  called  me  at 
my  grandmother's  house  and  made  a special  effort  to 
stop  by,  see,  and  learn  to  know  my  grandmother. 

Cy  was,  at  times,  a father  figure,  sometimes  a mentor, 
and  always  a Christian  gentleman  who  would  help  you 
work  out  problems.  He  was  also  a devoted  father,  faithful 
husband,  and  a provider  for  his  family  which  extends  to 
the  Middle  East  and  Europe.  He  was  involved  in  his  local 
church,  and  served  on  the  District  Board,  the  Brethren 
Home  Board  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  Elizabethtown 
College.  He  also  served  on  the  Board  of  the  One  Earth 
Peace  Assembly  of  the  denomination. 

Cy  devoted  his  latter  years  of  retirement  to  the  min- 
istry. Licensed  and  ordained  in  the  Southeastern  District 
of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  he  served  as  Pastor  of  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren  in  Alabama.  He  took  his  licensed 
ministry  training  in  the  Southern  Pennsylvania  District, 
serving  as  Interim  Pastor  of  the  Huntsdale  congregation. 

Cy  gave  meaning  to  the  term  Christian  businessman 

before  it  became  a 
cliche.  The  scripture 
alludes  to:  "Precious  are 
the  saints  in  the  sight 
of  the  Lord."  I believe 
Cy  is  numbered  among 
them.

A Tribute  to  Georgiana  E.  Leffler 

Georgiana  Leffler,  community  leader,  philanthropist, 
member  of  the  executive  board  of  the  auxiliary  of  Eliza- 
bethtown College,  and  friend  of  the  College,  died  peace- 
fully on  December  3,  1996,  at  her  home. 

To  the  many  who  knew  her,  "Georgie"  was  a living 
testimony  to  the  courage  and  the  strength  of  the  human 
spirit.  From  humble  beginnings,  the  daughter  of  Homer 
and  Edna  Balsbaugh  who  owned  a dairy  farm  in 
Lebanon,  Georgie  helped  her  husband  found  several 
companies  and  eventually  establish  Carlos  R.  Leffler, 
Inc.,  one  of  the  largest  independent  fuel  distributors  on 
the  east  coast.  Over  the  years,  she  served  as  president 
and  treasurer  of  C&G  Realty,  and  treasurer  of  Carlos  R. 
Leffler,  Inc.  and  Leffler  Transportation  Co.  Carlos  often 
described  her  as  "my  number  one  partner." 

Over  her  lifetime,  Georgie  suffered  many  physical 
set-backs  and  met  each  with  courage  and  a gritty  deter- 
mination most  people  would  envy.  In  her  late  twenties, 
after  a number  of  back  operations,  she  was  told  she 
would  never  walk  again.  In  just  a year,  she  was  walking 
and  working  at  her  husband's  side  to  build  their  busi- 
ness. At  the  age  of  forty  she  was  diagnosed  with  dia- 
betes. Three  years  ago,  when  the  diabetes  began  to  take 
its  toll,  she  experienced  numerous  complications.  Yet  no 
one  who  knew  Georgie  would  have  ever  described  her 
as  an  invalid.  Words  like  strong,  indefatigable,  and 
courageous  were  often  used. 

Georgie  and  Carlos  Leffler  gave  countless  hours  of 
service  to  the  College  and,  through  the  years,  supported 
many  projects.  The  Leffler  Admissions  House  is  named 
in  their  honor.  For  almost  twenty  years  Georgie  had 
wanted  to  see  a chapel  on  the  College's  Campus.  The 
Carlos  R.  and  Georgiana  E.  Leffler  Chapel  and  Perform- 
ance Center  was  named  in  honor  of  their  support, 
vision,  and  leadership. 

One  of  Georgie's  greatest  pleasures  was  sending  her 
daughters  to  Elizabethtown,  Judy  Byler  and  Linda 
Castagna.  Linda,  a graduate  of  the  class  of  1967,  served 
as  Alumni  Council  President  in  1989-90  and  is  currently 
a trustee. 

"Georgie  Leffler  will  long  be  remembered  by  the 
College,"  president  Theodore  Long  said  recently,  "She 
joined  the  Elizabethtown  family  during  some  of  our 

most  important  for- 
mative years  and 
was  known  for  her 
unswerving  support 
and  her  intellectual 
honesty.  Her  spirit  will 
continue  to  enliven  our 
community  through 
her  daughter  Linda's 
work  with  us  as  a 
trustee."

Men  and  Women  Sweep  MAC  Soccer  Titles 


In  56  years,  Elizabethtown  soccer  had 
never  seen  anything  quite  like  the  1996 
season.  On  November  2,  the  E-town 
women's  team  captured  their  first-ever 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference  champi- 
onship, thrashing  Drew  University,  7-1, 
in  the  title  game. 

One  week  later,  the  Blue  Jay  men's 
team  posted  a thrilling,  3-2,  triple-over- 
time win  against  the  University  of  Scran- 
ton to  earn  their  17th  MAC  crown. 

With  the  victories,  Elizabethtown  com- 
pleted an  unprecedented  sweep  of  the 
MAC  soccer  titles:  never  before  had  two 
teams  from  the  same  school  captured 
MAC  soccer  championships  in  the  same 
season. 

"It  was  just  one  of  those  years  where 
the  ball  always  seemed  to  bounce  the 
right  way,"  said  Elizabethtown  women's 
coach  Barry  Dohner. 

E-town's  "soccer  sweep"  was  a fitting 


high-point  for  a pair  of  teams  whose  sea- 
sons were  remarkably  similar.  Both  teams 
sported  an  18-2-2  record  following  their 
MAC  title  game  victories,  both  teams 
saw  their  only  losses  come  to  nationally 
ranked  teams,  and  both  teams  spent  the 
season  ranked  nationally  in  the  NCAA 
Division  III. 

The  men's  team  wrapped  up  their  cam- 
paign with  a national  record  21st  appear- 
ance in  the  Division  III  tournament.  The 
Jays  defeated  Muhlenberg,  2-1,  in  the  first 
round,  before  bowing  to  Bethany,  2-1,  in 
the  Mid-Atlantic  Regional  championship. 

"This  was  one  of  the  best  teams  we've 
ever  had.  There  have  been  a lot  of  E-town 
teams  with  more  talent,  but  this  was 
maybe  the  tightest  group.  We  played 
together  as  a family,  and  it  made  all  the 
difference,"  said  Blue  Jay  men's  coach 
Skip  Roderick. 

The  E-town  women  were  left  out  of  the 


NCAA  Division  III  tournament,  in  part 
because  only  24  teams  are  included  in  the 
national  field,  and  in  part  because  of  a dis- 
appointing late-season  loss  to  The  College 
of  New  Jersey  (formerly  Trenton  State). 

As  usual,  at  season's  end,  the  post- 
season honors  came  rolling  in.  A total 
of  14  Blue  Jay  players,  eight  men  and 
six  women,  were  named  to  MAC  all-star 
teams,  while  seven  were  selected  to  the 
Mid-Atlantic  Regional  team.  Defensive 
midfielder  Bryan  Green  '97  was  tabbed 
as  Elizabethtown's  29th  men's  soccer  All- 
American.  On  the  women's  side,  forward 
Becky  Nocito  '99  was  named  MAC  Com- 
monwealth League  MVP  for  the  second 
straight  season. 

Roderick  and  Dohner  earned  double 
honors.  Each  were  named  both  the 
NCAA  Division  111  Mid-Atlantic  Region 
and  the  MAC  Commonwealth  League 
Coach  of  the  Year.  E

Golf  Marathon  Report 

In  the  golf  world,  $38,000  is  what  Tiger 
Woods  earns  for  every  step  he  takes  in 
his  Nike  shoes.  In  the  world  of  NCAA 
Division  III  athletics,  $38,000  is  the 
end  result  of  months  of  planning  and 
fund-raising. 

That's  how  much  money  was  raised 
by  the  1996  Blue  Jay  Golf  Marathon, 
the  proceeds  of  which  go  to  support 
Elizabethtown  athletics.  The  money 
was  earmarked  as  a final  payment  for 
a minibus,  which  was  purchased  last 
year  with  the  proceeds  from  the  1995 
Golf  Marathon. 

In  its  first  year  of  use,  the  minibus  has 
already  made  a big  impact,  decreasing 
the  number  of  expensive  charter  buses 
the  athletic  department  has  needed  to 
transport  the  teams. 

A total  of  43  golfers  took  part,  includ- 
ing new  president  Ted  Long,  in  the  sec- 
ond annual  event,  each  playing  about  100 
holes.  Not  only  did  the  participants  have 
to  brave  unseasonably  cold  temperatures, 
but  they  also  got  off  to  a late  start  due  to 
frost  on  the  course. 

Blue  Jay  field  hockey  and  women's 
basketball  coach  Yvonne  Kauffman 
raised  the  most  money,  collecting  over 
$6,000. 

"A  lot  of  people  put  a lot  of  effort  into 
making  the  golf  marathon  a success," 
said  Elizabethtown  athletic  director 
Nancy  Latimore.  "This  event  has  become 
a big  part  of  our  athletic  program  and 
we  greatly  appreciate  everyone's 
involvement."

E-town  Coaches 
Reach  Milestones 

October  9 was  a big  day  in  the  history  of 
Elizabethtown  athletics.  First,  the  field 
hockey  team  defeated  Albright,  6-1,  to 
give  coach  Yvonne  Kauffman  her  300th 
career  victory.  Just  a few  minutes  later, 
the  men's  soccer  team  wrapped  up  a 
2-1  triumph  over  Susquehanna,  earning 
coach  Skip  Roderick  his  250th  career  win. 

"It  was  neat  to  hit  the  mark  with  Yon- 
nie,  we've  been  through  a lot  together," 
said  Roderick. 

Kauffman's  overall  field  hockey  record 
now  stands  at  305-136-35.  She  also 
boasts  a 468-150  record  as  coach  of  the 
E-town  women's  basketball  team  and  she 
compiled  a 105-22  record  as  women's 
tennis  coach  from  1970-83.  All  totaled, 
she  has  an  878-202-35  record  at 
Elizabethtown. 

She  was  presented  with  the  1997 
Kirchner  Award  by  the  Lancaster  Sports- 
writer  on  January  23  in  recognition  of  her 
outstanding  career  achievements. 

"It's  a good  feeling  to  reach  this  kind 
of  milestone,  to  know  that  you've  been 
able  to  be  successful  for  such  a long 
period  of  time.  What  really  stands  out  is 
the  players  I've  been  able  to  work  with 
over  the  years;  that's  what's  made  it 
really  special,"  said  Kauffman. 

Her  field  hockey  teams  have  captured 
three  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  champi- 
onships, appeared  in  seven  NCAA  Divi- 
sion 111  national  tournaments,  and 


advanced  to  one  NCAA  Final  Four  in 
29  seasons. 

Roderick's  14-year  record  is  257-58-25 
(a  .793  winning  percentage).  Every  one 
of  his  teams  has  appeared  in  the  NCAA 
Tournament;  his  1989  squad  won  the 
Division  III  national  title.  The  Blue  Jays 
have  played  in  10  of  the  last  11  MAC 
Championship  games,  seven  times  bring- 
ing home  the  first  place  trophy. 

Roderick  has  been  named  Middle 
Atlantic  Regional  Coach  of  the  Year  four 
times  in  his  career,  most  recently  in  1992. 
He  also  garnered  MAC  Coach  of  the  Year 
honors  in  1989,  1994,  and  1996.  Under 
Roderick's  guidance,  Elizabethtown  has 
produced  17  All-Americans. 

Record  Breakers 

In  just  three  seasons  at  Elizabethtown 
volleyball,  standout  Liz  Bishard  '98  has 
already  registered  some  record-setting 
statistics.  Her  992  career  digs  are  just  72 
shy  of  the  College's  all-time  record,  set 
nearly  a decade  ago  by  Jill  Bowser  '88. 
She  is  also  just  56  digs  away  from  the  all- 
time  career  mark  of  1,170,  set  this  year 
by  Jodi  Hillegass  '97.  She  already  holds 
E-town  records  for  kills  in  a season  (436 
set  this  year)  and  digs  in  a match  (43  set 
this  year).  Her  performance  is  even  more 
impressive  considering  she  played  her 
first  two  seasons  with  a back  ailment  that 
had  her  bedridden  at  times. 

Maggie  Nelis  '97,  the  heart  and  soul  of 
the  Blue  Jay  field  hockey  team  over  the 
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past  four  years,  wrapped  up  a remark- 
able career  last  fall.  While  Nelis  always 
seemed  to  be  overshadowed  by  a flashy 
scorer — be  it  Heidi  Balmer  '96  or  Anne 
Hustinx  '00 — her  spot  in  the  Blue  Jay 
record  books  is  secure  thanks  to  her 
record  38  career  assists.  That  total 
smashed  the  old  E-town  record  of  27, 
held  by  current  Blue  Jay  assistant  coach 
Sheri  Adie  Robinson  '87.  Between  field 
hockey  and  basketball,  Nelis  earned  eight 
varsity  letters.

In  Memoriam:  D.  Kenneth  Ober 

D.  Kenneth  Ober,  professor  of  physical  education 
emeritus  and  former  wrestling  coach  and  athletic 
director  at  the  College,  died  on  November  13  at  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Medical  Center  in  Baltimore,  Md. 

He  was  63. 

Ober's  death  followed  a three-year  battle  with 
leukemia.  At  the  time  of  his  passing,  the  cancer  was 
in  remission,  but  complications  from  the  disease 
caused  heart  failure. 

Ken  Ober  was  one  of  the  most  influential  figures 
in  the  history  of  Elizabethtown  athletics.  In  29  seasons 

as  Blue  Jay  wrestling  coach,  he  posted  a 305-219-9  record,  becoming  one  of  only  13 
coaches  in  NCAA  history  to  register  300  dual  match  victories.  He  also  coached  28 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference  champions,  11  NCAA  Division  III  All-Americans,  and 
the  College's  lone  NCAA  Division  III  national  champion,  Eric  Mast. 

He  also  coached  the  Blue  Jay  men's  cross  country  team  from  1964-77,  leading 
the  1965  squad  to  the  only  MAC  title  in  E-town  history. 

In  his  14  years  as  athletic  director,  he  helped  transform  the  Elizabethtown 
athletic  program  into  one  of  the  strongest  in  Division  III.  E-town  teams  captured 
three  NCAA  national  titles,  two  in  women's  basketball  and  one  in  men's  soccer, 
during  his  tenure. 

Following  his  retirement  as  athletic  director  in  1995,  he  was  elected  into 
Elizabethtown's  Ira  R.  Herr  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame,  the  Pennsylvania  Wrestling 
Hall  of  Fame,  and  the  NCAA  Division  III  Wrestling  Hall  of  Fame. 

Ober  was  a fixture  in  Pennsylvania  wrestling  for  almost  five  decades.  At  Man- 
heim  Central  High  School,  he  was  a PIAA  district  champion.  A 1955  graduate 
of  West  Chester  State  College,  he  was  a two-time  Pennsylvania  State  Athletic  Con- 
ference heavyweight  champion.  Before  arriving  at  Elizabethtown  in  1964,  he  was  a 
teacher  and  wrestling  coach  at  West  York  High  School  in  York,  PA.  He  co-authored 
The  Complete  Book  of  High  School  Wrestling. 

He  was  a veteran  of  the  U.S.  Marines,  where  he  served  as  jet  fighter  pilot. 

When  Ober  was  initially  diagnosed  with  cancer,  in  November  1993,  he  was 
given  three  months  to  live.  He  went  on  to  live  three  more  years,  during  which 
time,  he  witnessed  his  daughter's  wedding,  the  birth  of  his  two  grandchildren, 
and  his  own  induction  into  the  National  Wrestling  Hall  of  Fame. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife  of  38  years,  Mary  Ann  Ober,  of  8 Meadowbrook  Ln., 
Elizabethtown,  PA  17022;  two  sons;  one  daughter;  two  grandchildren;  a brother; 
and  a sister.

Foods,  York  International,  and  Dentsply 
International.  We  asked  ourselves,  what 
if  we  established  an  International  Busi- 
ness Advisory  Committee — a brain  trust 
of  senior  international  executives — to 
help  us  establish  the  strongest  possible 
major  and  to  ensure  that  our  program 
stayed  current  with  the  marketplace? 

Our  association  with  business  execu- 
tives and  their  early  show  of  support 
improved  our  initial  proposal  and  lent 
prestige  to  our  efforts.  Alumni  serving 
on  the  advisory  committee  included  A1 
Yamada  '62  of  Masaoka  & Associates, 
Gerald  Estock  '60  of  Estock  Associates 
International,  and  Patricia  Marrero  '85  of 
Moody's  Investment  Services.  Together 
with  other  executives  including  trustee 
Leslie  Jones  of  Dentsply  International, 
committee  members  remained  actively 
involved  and  freely  shared  their  counsel. 

For  example,  they  recommended  that 
each  student  in  the  program  have  a busi- 
ness mentor,  then  stepped  up  to  the  plate 
to  provide  the  needed  mentors.  I am  not 
aware  of  any  other  undergraduate  pro- 
gram that  offers  a one-on-one  mentorship 
with  a top  executive  of  an  international 
corporation. 

In  another  instance,  because  of  the 
explosive  growth  of  markets  in  the 


Pacific  Rim,  they  recommended  that  we 
add  the  teaching  of  Japanese  and  Chinese 
language  and  culture  to  the  curriculum. 

The  committee  has  grown  to  an 
advisory  pool  of  45.  And  they  continue 
to  review  the  curriculum  each  year  for 
its  relevance  to  real-world  business 
developments. 

Championing  this  major  also  involves 
selling  the  small  school  environment.  If 
we  say  that  we  offer  a level  of  personal 
attention  that  students  can't  get  at  a 
larger  institution,  that  personal  touch  has 
to  be  conveyed  from  the  get-go.  As  soon 
as  admissions  gives  me  leads,  I am  on  the 
phone.  Besides  writing  letters  and  notes, 

I make  more  than  200  phone  calls  a year 
to  prospective  students.  Often  I talk  to 
their  parents,  and  find  myself  selling  to 
them  as  well. 

In  one  particular  instance,  a former 
international  executive  with  ICI  in 
Canada  phoned  me.  His  son  had  been 
accepted  at  a dozen  institutions  including 
American  and  Case  Western.  But  his  son 
told  him  that  he  wanted  to  go  to  Eliza- 
bethtown College  to  be  an  International 
Business  major. 

I talked  with  him  about  all  the  qual- 
ity features  of  this  program  and  the 
enhanced  learning  environment  that  a 
small  college  can  provide,  explaining  that 
his  son  would  receive  personal  attention 
in  scheduling  courses,  academic  advis- 


ing, and  special  assistance  in  the  study 
abroad  and  internship  components.  He 
would  be  taking  part  in  a selective,  care- 
fully integrated  program  that  included 
having  his  own  business  mentor.  Fol- 
lowing a visit  to  campus,  he  began  to 
understand  the  unique  qualities  of  the 
program,  several  of  which  would  not  be 
possible  if  we  were  a larger-size  college. 
He  enrolled  his  son  in  our  program,  and 
he  became  a member  of  our  elite  business 
advisory  pool. 

This  past  spring  the  first  International 
Business  graduates  landed  exciting 
employment  opportunities  with  inter- 
national or  multinational  companies  or 
gained  entrance  to  the  nation's  best  grad- 
uate schools.  Every  year  we  are  able  to 
attract  a higher  and  higher  caliber  of 
student.  For  instance,  we  got  10  out  of 
the  top  12  applicants  that  we  wanted  for 
the  class  of  2000. 

But  successful  business  people  don't 
rest  on  their  laurels.  Nor  will  we.  We  are 
presently  in  the  process  of  developing 
an  international  accounting  program  and 
course  work  in  the  areas  of  exporting, 
importing,  and  informational  logistics. 

One  area  that  needs  dramatic 
improvement  is  the  number  of  foreign 
students  enrolled  in  our  program.  The 
cross-cultural  interaction  between  foreign 
and  American  business  students  is  so 
valuable  for  American  students.  It  also 
makes  the  transitions  that  our  students 
make  from  the  United  States  to  other 
countries  much  easier. 

Most  foreign  students  want  to  be 
enrolled  in  institutions  in  big  American 
cities,  so  we  have  to  do  a better  job  of 
selling  all  the  quality  features  that  we  can 
offer.  We  also  cannot  go  to  every  country 
to  recruit,  but  we  can  improve  the  use  of 
our  contacts  we  have  in  alumni  living 
abroad. 

International  business  education  is 
a dynamic  field.  To  stay  on  the  leading 
edge,  we  can  look  to  the  Japanese  who 
introduced  the  phenomenon  kaizen  to  the 
business  world.  Kaizen  is  the  challenge  of 
continually  innovating  to  improve  quality. 
The  best  students  can  go  to  college  any- 
where. With  a constant  eye  to  the  needs 
of  industry  and  the  needs  of  our  students, 
we  can  increase  the  probability  that  more 
of  the  best  will  be  coming  here.  E

should  be  embarrassed  by  the  way  in 
which  they  conducted  themselves  at 
the  rally.  It  was  commendable  that  the 
College  Democrats  organized  a protest 
against  Dole  outside  of  the  rally.  This 
type  of  dissent  is  beneficial  to  the 
College,  for  it  offered  a different  perspec- 
tive on  the  issues  than  Dole's  speech  did 
and  reminded  the  outside  community 
that  E-town  is  not  solely  a Republican 
school. 

However,  those  students  that 
thought  it  appropriate  to  stage  their 
protests  inside  the  rally  were  mistaken. 
Specifically,  the  student  who  wore  a 
Dole  mask  into  the  rally  while  support- 
ing President  Clinton  should  be  chas- 
tised. When  dealing  with  figures  of 
national  prominence,  there  is  a major 
security  issue  posed  in  conducting  such  a 
rally.  Educated  people  should  recognize 
that  a masked  person  poses  a security 
risk.  Therefore,  the  only  thing  that  the 
dissenters  inside  the  rally  achieved  was 
showing  that  there  exists  a certain  level 
of  immaturity  and  unintelligence  at  the 
College. 

However,  this  was  only  one  minor 
fault  in  the  way  in  which  the  College 
handled  itself  at  the  rally,  and  the  event 
was  an  overall  success.  The  rally  reflected 
positively  on  the  College  as  a whole,  and 
specifically  highlighted  the  Occupational 
Therapy  and  the  Political  Science  depart- 
ments. This  will  serve  to  bring  more  com- 
petitive students  to  the  College.  In  the 
future  the  College  should  continue  to 
encourage  political  activity  on  campus, 
whether  it  be  conservative  or  liberal  in 
nature,  for  it  raises  the  level  of  political 
awareness  on  campus,  encourages 
debate,  and  places  the  College  in  the 
public  eye.

In  early  October  1996,  it  was  officially 
announced  that  Republican  Presidential 
Candidate  Bob  Dole  would  be  visiting 
the  campus  of  Elizabethtown  College. 
This  would  be  the  first  time  any  presi- 
dential candidate  had  stopped  in  the 
Republican  stronghold  of  Lancaster 
County  since  Ronald  Reagan  did  it  in 
1984.  Everyone  seemed  to  agree  that  all 
of  the  media  attention  surrounding 
Dole's  "old-fashioned  political  rally'' 
would  be  excellent  publicity  for  the 
College. 

However,  several  months  later,  it  now 
appears  as  though  the  rally  had  very  little 
positive  effect  on  the  College  community. 
Dole  delivered  his  standard  speech,  as 
all  politicians  on  long  and  grueling  cam- 
paigns do,  recycling  his  same  slogans, 
issues,  and  one  liners  (e.g.,  "Welcome  to 
this  retirement  party  for  Bill  Clinton!"). 
Along  the  way,  Dole  failed  to  touch  on 
any  issues  that  are  unique  to  college 
students  or  even  education  in  general. 

In  fact.  Dole  barely  acknowledged  that  he 
was  even  at  a college  aside  from  jokingly 
mentioning  that  he  knew  the  students 
were  "eager  to  get  back  to  (their) 
classes." 

Unlike  Bill  Clinton,  Dole  has  never 
made  a strong  commitment  to  education, 
but  that  is  not  the  real  reason  why  his 
rally  failed.  A similar  rally  held  by 
President  Clinton  (he  decided  not  to 
retire  after  all!)  or  any  other  candidate 
would  have  had  the  same  shortcomings. 
Dole's  visit  went  against  everything  that 
college  and,  in  more  general  terms,  the 
United  States  of  America  stand  for.  (Now 
who  sounds  like  the  politician?)  Student 
volunteers  were  recruited  to  conceal  any 
dissent  outside  the  rally  by  surrounding 
Clinton  supporters  and  making  sure  they 
were  not  seen  by  television  cameras  or 
onlookers.  Other  students  guarded  the 
doors  making  sure  that  no  one  wearing 
a Clinton-Gore  button  or  carrying  any- 
thing of  Democratic  sentiment  was  per- 
mitted to  enter.  This  futile  attempt  to 
sweep  valid  viewpoints  under  the  rug 


was,  in  fact,  an  embarrassment  to 
the  College.  If  the  Republicans  and 
Democrats  want  to  simply  dismiss  con- 
frontation rather  than  tackle  it  head  on 
(as  they  did  by  not  allowing  Ross  Perot 
to  participate  in  the  Presidential  debates), 
then  let  them.  However,  Elizabethtown 
College,  as  a self-respecting  institution  of 
higher  education,  should  not  stoop  to 
their  level.  As  Woody  Allen  noted  in 
Annie  Hall,  the  ethics  of  politicians  are 
just  "a  notch  above  child  molester."  We 
would  not  accept  a professor  who  denied 
students  the  privilege  to  share  their  opin- 
ions in  class,  so  why  then  do  we  welcome 
with  open  arms  a political  campaign 
troupe  that  rants  and  raves  about  the 
Second  Amendment  while  ignoring  the 
first  one? 

Bob  Dole's  visit  to  campus  did  show 
students  how  a calculated  political  event 
works  and  the  College  should  feel  proud 
that  he  chose  to  visit  here  over  several 
other  possible  campaign  stops.  Overall, 
though,  the  Dole  rally  failed  to  spark 
much  political  interest  on  the  campus. 
This  was  evidenced  by  the  low  turnout  at 
the  George  Leyh-Tom  Armstrong  debate 
several  weeks  later.  Dole's  speech  failed 
to  sway  any  voters  in  either  direction 
and  demonstrated  why  partisan  political 
activity  has  no  place  on  this  or  any  other 
college  campus. 

The  College  should  continue  to  wel- 
come and  encourage  dignitaries  like  Dole 
or  Clinton  to  come  to  the  campus,  but 
not  if  it  is  just  an  act  of  self-promotion. 
Printing  and  distributing  tickets  that  read 
"Elizabethtown  College  welcomes  the 
Next  President  of  the  United  States"  was 
a little  too  close  to  endorsing  a political 
candidate  on  behalf  of  an  entire  faculty, 
administration,  and  student  body.  In 
the  future,  the  College  should  find  ways 
to  encourage  political  discussion  and 
involvement  rather  than  promoting  glitzy 
media  events  and  publicity  stunts.  E

Should  Bob  Dole 
Have  Visited  E-town? 


For  many  on  campus,  the  fall  of  1996  was  most  memorable  because  of  two  events:  the  inauguration  of  a new  College 
president  and  the  October  2 visit  of  former  U.S.  Senator  Bob  Dole,  the  Republican  nominee  for  President  of  the 
United  States.  Senator  Dole's  visit  attracted  a great  deal  of  attention  to  the  College  and  aroused  a lot  of  partisan 
feelings  so  close  to  the  election.  This  issue's  student  column  will  feature  opposing  points  of  view  concerning  the 
Dole-Kemp  campaign  visit  from  Melanie  Burke  Reiser  '98,  editor-in-chief  of  the  Etownian  and  a political  science 
major  from  Fallsington,  Pa.,  and  David  Khanlian  '97,  an  elementary  education  major  from  Moorestown,  N.J.

When  the  campus  of  Elizabethtown 
College  became  imbued  in  the  media 
extravaganza  of  the  Bob  Dole  Rally  last 
October  students,  faculty,  and  the  sur- 
rounding community  were  able  to  take 
part  in  the  game  of  politics.  Yet,  in  the 
aftermath  of  the  Dole  Rally,  questions 
and  criticisms  have  arisen  regarding  the 
role  that  an  institution  of  higher  learning 
should  play  in  partisan  politics. 

While  the  6,000  balloons,  confetti  can- 
nons, and  waving  signs  created  a festive 
air  in  Thompson  Gymnasium,  they  did 
little  to  hide  the  fact  that  in  allowing  the 
senator  to  make  a campaign  stop  at  the 
College,  the  administration  was,  indeed, 


supporting  a partisan  activity  on  a cam- 
pus where  a large  percentage  of  the  stu- 
dent body  and  faculty  leans  towards  the 
left  in  political  ideology.  However,  the 
administration  under  President  Long's 
leadership  did  an  expert  job  in  showing 
that  a college  can  support  a partisan 
activity  without  ever  endorsing  the 
involved  candidate.  The  fact  that  the 
College  Republicans  were  under  orders 
not  to  paint  any  signs  claiming  that 
"Elizabethtown  loves  Dole"  and  that 
Long  did  not  appear  on  stage  with  Dole 
is  clear  evidence  that  the  College  was  at 
no  point  courting  the  Grand  Old  Party. 

Instead,  the  College  in  allowing  Dole 
to  rally  on  campus,  created  a forum  for 
political  discourse  where  there  is  typi- 
cally none.  When  only  two  dozen  people 
attended  the  Armstrong-Leyh  debate  on 


campus  a few  weeks  later,  it  illustrated 
that  the  student  body  of  the  College  is 
generally  apathetic  when  it  comes  to  pol- 
itics. The  rally  itself  was  merely  a photo 
opportunity  for  the  Republicans,  but  it 
had  the  side  effect  of  causing  students  to 
debate  politics  both  inside  and  outside  of 
the  classroom.  For  this  reason,  the  admin- 
istration should  be  praised  for  allowing 
the  rally  to  take  place  and  the  faculty 
should  be  commended  for  complying 
with  the  administration's  request  that 
classes  be  shortened  so  that  students 
could  partake  in  the  rally.  College  is 
supposed  to  be  a time  when  students 
develop  their  belief  systems,  and  nothing 
serves  to  strengthen  one's  opinions  more 
effectively  than  public  debate. 

Yet,  some  of  the  students  on  campus
